ONLY BY VICTORY, 
SA PRESIDENT 


Asks American Federation 
Convention at Buffalo for 
Full Support of Labor in 
the Vital Undertaking of 
Winning This War. 


Declares: He Likes Men Who 
Nnow How to Pull in Har- 
ness; Horses That Kick 
Over Traces Must Be Put 
in Corral. 


‘Any Who Supposes Free En- 
terprises Can Continue if 
Pan-Germanism Is 
Achieved Is as Fatuous as 
Dreamers of Russia. 


AUDITORIUM, BUFFALO, WN. 
Y., Nov. 12.—President Wilson made 
a personal and eloquent appeal here 
today for the full support of organ- 
ized labor for the Government in the 
conduct of the war. Speaking be- 


fore the annual convention of the 


American Federation of Labor, he 
declared the war could not be won 
unless all factions sink their differ- 


;ences and unite in a common cause. 


The President paid warm. tribute 


to Samuel Gompers, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, and 
virtually called upon the federation 
to give him united support. He de- 
nounced pacifists and critics and ap- 
pealed for co-operation. 

Discussing Germany, the Presi- 

Germany 
had. started the war and that he was 
willing to await the verdict of his- 
tory on that statement. 

The creation of new instrumenta!- 
ities for better co-operation between 
labor and capital was one suggestion 
by the President which was of prime 
interest to the delegates to the con- 
vention. 

Gompers Introduces President. 

Samuel Gompers, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, intro- 
ducing Mr. Wilson, referred to him as 
“This man of destiny, spokesman for 
freedom, interpreter of the aims and 
spirit of our time, leader of thoughts 
and action among the nations of the 
earth.’ 

Text of Speech. 

The text of the President's speech 
follows: 

Mr. President, délegates of ne 
American Federation of Labor, la- 
dies and gpentlemen-——I esteem it a 
great privilege and a real honor to 
be thus admitted to your public 
councils. When your Exetutive 
Committee paid me the compli- 
ment of inviting me here, I gladly 
accepted the invitation because it 
seems to me that this, above ‘all 
other times in our history; is the 
time for common counsel, fdr the 
drawing, not only of the: energies, 
but of the minds of the nation to- 
gether. I thought that it was @ wel- 
come opportunity for disclosing to 
you some of the thoughts that have 
been gathering in my mind during 
the last momentous months, 

I am introduced to you as the 
President of the United States, and 
yet I would be pleased if you would 
put the thought of the offica tate 
the background and regard me as 
one of your fellow citizens who has 
come here to speak, not in words 
of authority, but the words. ef 
counsel, the words which men 
should speak to one another who 
wish to be frank in a morhent more 
critical, perhaps, than the history of 
the world has ever yet known; a 
rmoment when it is every man’s 
duty to forget himself, to forget his 
own interests, to fill himself with 
the nobility of a great national and 
world conception, and act upon’ a 
new platform, elevated above the 
ordinary affairs of life, elevated to 
where men have views of the long 
destiny of mankind. 

I think that in order to realize 
just what this moment of counsel 
is, it is very desirabie that we 
should remind ourselves just how 
this war came about and just what 
it jis for. You can explain most 
wars very simply, but the explana- 
tion of this is not so simple. Its 
roots run deep into all the obscure 
soils of history, and in my view this 
is the last decisive issue between 
the old principles of power and the 
new principle of freedom. 

War Started by Germany. 

The war was started by Ger- 
many. Her authorities deny that 
they started it. But I am wilting 
to let the statement I have just 
made await the verdict of history, 
And the thing that needs to be 
explained is why Germany 
the war. Remember what the po- 
sition of Germany in the world was 
—as enviable a position as any na- 
tion has ever occupied. The whole 
world stood at admiration of her 
wonderfal intellectual and material 
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I have been surrounded by men 
trained in Germany, men who had 
resonted to Germany because no- 
where else could they get such 
“thorough and searching training, 
partigularly in the principles of 
sci@ade and the principles that un- 
derlie modern material achieve- 
inents. 

Her men of science had made

“All the while there was lying be- 
hind its thought, in its dreams of 
the future, a_ political control 
which would enable it, in the long 
run, to duminake the labor and the 
industry of the world. They werv 
nol content with success by supe- 
rior, achievement; they wanted 
guccess by authority. I suppose 
very few of you have thought much 
about the Berlin-to-Bagdad rat)- 
way. The Berlin-to-Bagdad rail- 
way was constructed in order to 
run the threat of force down the 
flank of the industrial undertak- 
ings of half a dozen other countries, 
s» that when German competition 
came in it would not be resisted 
too far——because there was always 
he possibility of getting German 
armies into the heart ‘of that 
country quicker than any other 
ariviv could be got there. Look a‘ 
the map of Europe now. 

Germany, in thrusting upon us 
again and again the discussion of 
peace, talks about what? Talks 
about Belgium, talks about North- 
ern Franee, talks about Alsace- 
Lorraine. Well, those are deeply 
interesting subjects to us and to 
them, but they are not talking 
about the heart of the matter. 

Whta Map Now Shows. 

Take the map and look at it. 
Giethtmny has absolute control of 
Austria-Hungary, practical con- 
trol of the Balkan states, control 
of Turkey. control of Asia Minor. 
| caw a map in which the whole 
thing was printed in appropliate 
black the other day and the black 
atretched all the way from Ham- 
burg to Bagdad——the bulk of Ger- 
man power inserted into the heart 
-of the world. If it can keep that. 
she has kept all that her dreams 
contemplated when the war began. 
If she can keep that. her power 
can disturb the world as long as 
ene keeps it—-always provided, for 
T feel bound to put this proviso in, 
always provided the present in- 
fluences that control the German 
(jovernment continue to control 
it. 

lL believe that the spirit of free- 
dom. can get into the hearts of 
Germans and find as fine a wel- 
come there as it can find in any 
other hearts. But the spirit of 
freegom does not suit the plans of 
the pan-Germans. Power cannot 
he used with concentrated force 
against free peoples if it is used 
by free people. 

You know how many intimations 
come to us from one of the central 
Powers that it is more anxious for 
peace than the chief central Pow- 
er:.and you know that it means 
that the people in that central 
Power know that if the war ends as 
it stands, they will in effect them- 
selves be vassals of Germany, not- 
withstanding that their populations 
are compounded with all the peo- 
ple of that part of the world and 
notwithstanding the fact that they 
do not wish, in their pride and 
praper spirit of nationality, to be 
s0 ubsorbed and dominated. 

German Ambition to Rule. 

Germany is determined that the 
political power of the world shall 
belong to her. There have been 
such ambitions before. They have 
been in part realized. But never 
tefore have those ambitions been 
based upon so exact and precise 
and acientific a plan of domina- 
tion. 

May I not say that it is amaz- 
ing to me that any group of people 
should be so Ill-informed as to 
suppose, as some groups in Rus- 
sia apparently suppose, that any 
reforms planned in the interest of 
the people can live in the presence 

of a Germany powerful enough 
to undermine or overthrow them 
by “yg or foree. Any body of 


| 
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free men that compounds with the 
present German. Government is 
compounding to hen, own destruc- 
tion. But that is not the whole of 
the story. Any man in America, or 
elsewhere, who supposes that the 
free industry and enterrpise of the 
world can continue if the pan-Ger- 
man plan is achieved and German 
power fastened upon the world, is 
as fatuous as the dreamers of Rus- 
sia. 

What I am opposed to is not the 
feeling of the pacifists, but their 
stupidity. My heart is with them, 
but my mind has a contempt for 
them. I want peace, but I know 
how to get it, and they do not. 

You will notice that I sent a 
friend of mine, Col. House, to Eu- 
rope, who is as great a lover of 
peace aS any man in the world; 
but I did not send him on a peace 
mission; I sent him to take part in 
a confrenece as to how the war was 
to be won; and he knows, as I 
know, that that is the way to get 
peace, if you want it for more than 
a few minutes. 

All of this is a preface to the 
conference that I referred to with 
regard to what we are going to do. 
If we are true friends of freedom-— 
our own or anybody else’s—we 
will see that the power of this 
country and the productivity of 
this country is raised to its abso- 
lute maximum and that absolute- 
ly nobody is allowed to stand in 
the way of it. 

Duty to Finish the Job. 

When I say that nobody is al- 
lowed to stand in the way, I don’t 
mean that they shall be prevent- 
ed by the power of the Govern- 
ment, but by the power of the 
American spirit. Our cuty, if we 
are to do this great thing and 
show America to be what we be- 
lieve her to be, the greatest hope 
and energy of the world, then must 
be to stand together night and 
day, until the job is finished. 

While we are fighting for free- 
dom we must see, among other 
things, that labor is free; and that 
means a nuniber of § interesting 
things. It means not only that 
we must do what we have declared 
our purpose to do, see that the 
conditions of labor are not ren- 
dered more onerous by the war-—- 
but also that we shall see to it that 
the instrumentalities by which the 
conditions of labor are. improved 
are not blocked or checked. 


That we must do. That has 
been the matter about which | 
have taken pleasure in conferring 
from time to time with your 
president, Mr. Gompers. And, if 
I may be permitted to do so, | 
want to express my admiration of 
his patriotic courage, his large 
vision and his statesmanlike sense 
of what is to be done. I like to 
lay my mind alongside of a mind 
that knows how to pull in harness. 
The horses that kick over the 
traces will have to be put in a 
corral. 

Now jo “stand the = ground’ 
neans that nobody must interrupt 
the processes of our energy, if the 
interruption can possibly be 
avoided without the absolute in- 
vasion of freedom. To put it con- 
cretely, that means this: Nobody 
has a right to stop the processes of 
labor until all the methods of con- 
clliation and settlement have been 
exhausted; and I might as well 
say right here that I am rot talk- 
ing to you alone. You sometimes 
stop the courses of labor, but there 
are others who do the same. And 
I belleve that I am speaking of my 
own experience not only. but of 
the experience of others, when 1! 
‘ay you are reasonable in a larger 
number of cases than thecapital- 
ists, 

Tam not saying these things to 
them personally yet. because | 
haven t’had a chance. But they 
have to be said not in any spirit of 

* 


criticism, because I would like to 
see all the critics exported. 
order to clean the atmosphere and 
come down to business, everybody 
on both sides has got to transact 
business and the settlement is 
never impossible when both sides 
want to do the square and right 
things. Moreover. a settlement is 
always hard to avoid when the 
parties can be brought face to 
face. 
Believes in Conferences. 

I can differ with a man much 
more radically when he isn’t in 
the room than I can when he is in 
the room, because the awkward 
thing is that he can come back at 
me and answer what I say. It is 
always dangerous for a man to 
have the floor entirely to himself. 
And therefore we must insist on 
every instance that the _ parties 
come into each other’s presence 
and there discuss the issues be- 
tween them, and not separately, in 
places which have no communica- 
tion with each other. 

I always like to remind myself 
of a delightful saving of an En- 
glishman of a past generation, 
Charles Lamb. He was with a 


' group of friends and he spoke yery 


harshly of some man who was not 
present. I ought to say that Laml. 
stuttered a little, and one of his 
friends said, ‘“‘Why, Charles, | 
didn’t know that vou knew so and 
so.’

nature, in that saying. It 
to hate a man you know. 1 
admit parenthetically that 
are some politicians whose meth- 
ods I do not believe in, but they 
are jolly good fellows, and if they 
only would not talk the wrong kind 
of politics with me, I ould love 
to be with them. And so it is ali 
along the line in serious matters 
and things less serious. We are all 
of the same clay and spirit. and 
we can get together if we desire to 
get together. 

What His Council Is. 

Therefore my counsel to 
this: 

Let us show ourselves Americans 
by showing that. we do not want 
to go off in separate camps or 
groups by ourselves, but that we 
Want to co-operate with all other 
classes aud all other groups in a 
common enterprise which is to re- 
lease the spirits of the world from 
bondage. 

I would be willing to set that up 
as the final test of an American. 
That is the meaning of democracy. 
I have been very much distressed, 
my fellow citizens, by some of the 
things that have happened recent- 
ly. The mob spirit is displaying 
itself here and there in this coun- 
try. I have sympathy with what 
some men are saying, but I have 
no sympathy with the men that 
take their punishment into their 
own hands; and,|I want to say to 
every man who does join such a 
mob that I do not recognize him as 
worthy of the free institutions of 
the United States. 

There are some organizations in 
this country whose object is an- 
archy and the destruction of law, 
but I would not meet their efforts 
by making myself a partner in de- 
stroying the law. I despise 
hate their purposes as much as 
any man, but I respect the anvient 
processes of justice and I would be 
too proud not to see them done 
justice. however wrong they are. 
And so I want to utter my earnest 
protest against any manifestation 
of the spirit of lawlessness, an;- 
where or in any cause. 

“Why, gentlemen, look what it 
means: We claim to be the great- 
est demoacratic people in the 
the world, and democracy means, 
first of all, that we can govern 
ourselves. If our men have not 
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self-control, then they are not Ca- 
pable of that great thing which we 
call democratic .Government. A 
man who takes the law into his 
hands is not the right man to co- 
opearte in nay form of or develop- 
ment of law and institution. 

And some of the processes by 
which the struggle between capi- 
tal and labor is carried on are 
processes that come very near to 
taking the law in your own hands. 
I do not mean for a moment to 
compare them with what I have 
just been speaking of, but I want 
you to see that they are mere 
gradations of the manifestations of 
the unwillingness to co-operate, 
and the fundamental lesson of the 
whole situation is that we must not 
only take common counsel, but 
that we must yield to and obey 
common counsel. Not all of the 
instrumentalities for this are at 
hand. I am hopeful that in the 
very near future new instrumfen- 
talities may be organized by which 
we can see to it that various 
things that are now going on shall 
not go on. 

Spirit of Fairness Essential. 

There are various processes of 
the dilution of labor and the un- 
necessary substitution of labor and 
bidding in distant markets and un- 
fairlv upsetting the whole compe- 
tition of labor, which ought not to 
go on---I mean now on the part of 
employvers——and we must interject 
into instrumentality of 
co-operation by which the =§ fair 
thing will be done all around. | 
am hopeful that some such instru- 
mentalities may be devised, but 
whether they are or not, we must 
use those that we have and upon 
every occasion where it is neces- 
sary to have such an instrument- 
ality originated upon that 
sion, if necessary. 

And so, mv fellow 
reason that I came 
Washington is that I sometimes 
get lonely. down there. There are 
so many peoples in Washington who 
know things that are not so. and 
there few people in Wash- 
ington Know anything about 
what the people of the United 
States are thinking about, I have 
to come away to get reminded of 
the rest of the counfry: I have to 
come away and talk to men who 
are up against the real thing and 
say to them “I am with vou if you 
are with me.”

Every Penny in This System 
Is Private Property 


This is a fact which some of the people seem not 
to understand. One citizen writes: 


‘As I understand it, all public utility systems are 


quasi-public properties.” 


“How much of the $60,000,000 valuation of the 


street railways, certified by the City’s consulting engineer, represents 
franchise values contributed by the public?” 


NOT ONE PENNY OF IT. Every cent of the

“quasi-public properties.” Some of them 
were at one time. City Governments gave 
some of them, at little or no cost, franchise 
values which the companies capitalized and 
sold for a great deal of money. When 
and where this took place, the public had 
an actual if unrecognized proprietary 
interest in the business, and was entitled 
to a share of its earnings, over and above 
its regular taxes. 


That was not and is not the case 
with this Company. United Railways and 
its constituent companies have paid the 
City Government millions of dollars for 
franchises. These payments were made 
—and still are—in the form of franchise 
taxes, over and above our full, fair share 
of such property taxes as are paid by all 
other citizens. The St. Louis street rail- 
ways, therefore, never have been and are 
not to day ‘‘quasi-public properties”. 
EVERY DOLLAR IN THIS BUSINESS 
WAS PUT HERE BY PRIVATE CITI- 
ZENS, AND IS PRIVATE PROPERTY. 


The franchise values which we 
bought from the City Government in due 
legal form and in good faith have been 


taken from us by the State. This confisca- 
tion of values legally bought and. paid for 
has been applied to utility companies in 
nearly all of the States. 


The utility companies at first 
were encouraged by City Governments and 
by the public to buy the franchises, and 
encouraged to capitalize them to get funds 
with which to build public services. After 
the services were provided, radical politi- 
cians and editors raised an outcry against 
“the taking of private profits from public 
values,’’ and the States proceeded to con- 
fiscate such values, repudiating the business 
contracts which City Governments had 
made with utility companies. 


Nothing now remains to 


remind the companies of 
franchise values they once 


owned, except some depreci- 


ated securities which they is- 
sued against such values 
when that was the popular 
thing to do, and the special 
franchise taxes which they 
are still required to pay. 


THE PUBLIC HAS DRAWN OUT ITS 
SHARE OF THE CAPITAL OF THE UTILITY 
BUSINESS, BUT CONTINUES TO DEMAND 
ITS FORMER SHARE OF THE EARNINGS. 


The above policy of confiscation and repudiation 
has been a good thing for some politicians who used it to win office, 
and for some editors who used it to win circulation and wealth. 


It has been a bad thing for thousands of St. Louis 
men and women who invested their savings in this business and 
have seen their investments shrink year by year, earning nothing.
